Absence from the city of Speaker 
Rainey will delay sending the farm 
relief-inflation measure to the 
White House until tomorrow. The 
Speake: of the House must sign 
the bill before Vice President Gar- 
ner and President Roosevelt may 
affix their signatures. Rainey was 
delayed in Columbus, O., by weath- 
er conditions which prevented his 
flight back to the Capital. 


The bill gives the President au- 
thority to order the expansion of 
currency and devaluate the dollar, 
as well as to inflate credit through 
the Federal Reserve System. The 
Secretary of Agriculture has power 
to attempt to raise farm prices 
through marketing agreements, 
production control and processing 
taxes. 

This permissive authority for 
Secretary Wallace was granted by 
Congress about the same time as 
the department estimated the na- 
tion’s 1933 wheat production at the 
lowest in 29 years. 

Wallace to Meet Processors. 


Wallace's first steps to put the 
farm program in operation will con- 
sist of arrangements for meetings 
of processors, dealers and others. 
He will submit to them his policies 
for bettering prices on current 
production of basic commodities 
listed in the bill—wheat, cotton, 
corn, hogs, rice, tobacco and dairy 
products. 

One of his first efforts to raise 
prices will be through trade agree- 
ments in which processors will be 
free of anti-trust prohibitions. Mi- 
norities who refuse to join in the 
agreements may be forced into line 
by use of powers to license process- 
ors of basic and “competing prod- 
ucts.” A processor operating with- 
out a license is subject to fines. 

At the commodity méetings it 
will be decided whether processing 
taxes shall be levied this year. Wal- 
lace regards curtailment of pro- 
duction as vital to the success of 
the program. To obtain acreage 
reduction he has $100,000,000 for 
paying benefits or bounties to grow- 
ers who cut their output. He can 
use proceeds from processing taxes 
for additional payments. 

At the cotton meeting a decisjon 
will be reached on the use of the 
cotton option plan under which 
Wallace could set aside more than 
2,000,000 bales on which the Gov- 
ernment has made loans, pool it 
and sell options to growers who cut 
their acreage 30 per cent.

Senate Hearing, Says 
“We Will Co-Operate

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Car! R. 
Gray, president of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad, told the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Committee to- 
Gay the “railroads will go along” 
with the administration's railroad 
reorganization plan. “We will co- 
operate with the Federal co-ordina- 
tor,” he said. 

Opposing the many changes in 
the legislation recommended by 
Donald Richberg, counsel for the 
Railway Labor Executives’ Associ- 
ation, Gray said they were “based 
upon a false premise.” 

“They assume,” Gray added, 
“that the Co-ordinating Committees 
of the roads will have some new 
powers. They cannot exercise any 
more powers than the management 
has today.” 

He said the effect on communi- 
ties and labor would be studied by 
the committees and the co-ordina- 
tor and “the committees can do 
nothing without the assistance of 
the co-ordinator.” 

“He can disagree or agree with 
them,” he added. 

Gray opposed giving labor repre- 
sentation on thé regional commit- 
tees on the ground that there would 
be disagrement ahd since the co- 
ordinator Would rule on all ques- 
tions it would save “one step” in 
thé procedure by léaving labor off. 

His Estimaté of Jobless. 

Senator Lonergan (Dem.), Con- 
necticut asked how many men 
would be dropped under operatidn 
of the bill. 

“It will be nothing like that 
which has been estimated.” Gray 
replied. “It’s pretty hard to esti- 
miate.” He said‘ he would be sur- 
prised if 10,000 men were displaced 
in the year it would operate. 
~ R. V. Fletcher of Chicago, gen- 
eral counsel of the Association of 
Railway Executives, protested to 
the Senate Committee against Rich- 
berg’s amendments as an attempt 
to writea “code for reorganization 
of Society” and said it “certainly 
has no place in an emergency Dill.” 

Fletcher said the railroads them- 
selves had formulated a more per- 
manent program for submission to 
Congress, such as regulation of 
competitors and revision of the an- 
ti-trust and Panama Canal acts, 
and if serious consideration were to 
be given the broad new policies 
proposed by labor, the railroads 
would desire similar consideration 
of their permanent program. 

“We are not attempting to put all 
of the railroads’ planks in this bill,” 
Fletcher said. He suggested orders 
of the co-ordinator should not be 
continued in efféct after the life 
of the proposed act ends. 

Proposal on Loans. 

He proposed eliminating the sec- 
tion on financial reorganization, 
and said if it were to be retained 
it should be amended to deny 
loans to roads unless it could be 
shown the borrowers could sur- 
vive “under normal business condi- 
tions” without financial reorganiza- 
tion. 

As written the bill would prevent 
loans unless there were reasonable 
prospect the carrier could survive 
the “existing economic depression” 
without reorganization. 

Alfred P. Thom, associate counsel 
of the Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives, suggésted dividing the 
roads into three classes with respect 
to future Government loans. 

In the first class he placed those 
carriers which “must reorganizé 
their financial structurés at once,” 
in the second those which “prob- 
ably never will be called upon” to 
do go, and in the third those which 
“may or may not” require financial 
réaadjustment. 

At the othér énd of the Capitol, 
thé House Commérce Committee 
was hearing the opposition testi- 
mony of Richberg. He repeated 
the arguments he made yesterday 
before the Senate Committee, pre- 
senting many amendments.

In testimony before a Senate com- 
mittee in Washington he acknowl- 
edged that he created a loss for one 
of those years by temporary sale of 
securities to a member of his fam- 
ily who was later identified as his 
wife. The indictment charges that 
in the other year in question he cre- 
ated a fictitious loss in the same 
manner, although no member of his 
family figured in that transaction. 

Five Years Is Maximam. 

After testifying in Washington 
Mitchell resigned as head of the 
National City Bank and its sub- 
sidiaries. His indictment as to the 
1929 tax quickly followed. Federal 
investigation resulted in another 
indictment as to 1930 and these 
were combined in one superseding 
indictment. Discovery of still fur- 
ther allegedly taxable income in 
one of the years in question result- 
ed in a fourth indictment scupersed- 
ing all previous ones and it is on 
this indictment that Mitchell wus 
called to trial today. The maximum

MOVE T0_FIND VALID 
SALES TAX LAW FOR ILLINOIS 


House Votes for Inquiry by Com- 


mittee in View of Cour t 
Ruling.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 1i11— 
The House today adopted a joint 
resolution asking that an investiga- 
tion be made to determine whether 


a sales tax bill could be drawn up

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The 
Supreme Court was called upon to- 
day to decide whether $2,500,000 
annually is an exorbitant salary for 
the president of the American To- 
bacco Co. 

At the same time it was asked 
to determine whether salaries rang- 
ing from $500,000 to $1,500,000 are 
too much for the vice-presidents of 
the concern. 

Richard R. Rogers, a stockhold- 
er, presented the question in chal- 
lenging the validity of a by-law 
adopted by the stockholders in 1912 
under which a percentage of net 
profits remaining after paying op- 
erating and other expenses and 
dividends on the preferred stock 
was voted to the president and five 
vice-presidents of that company. 

The Second Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at New York held the by-law 
valid and questions from the bench 
developed that the reasonableness 
of the compensation paid the offi- 
cers had not been decided by the 
lower courts. Nathan L. Miller, 
counsel for the company, insisted 
the stockholders were the _ sole 


judges of the compensation to be

Supreme Tribunal Issues In- 
structions; to Act on Prohi- 
bition Writ.

JEFFERSON CITY, May i11— 
The Supreme Court today tele-

last night. 

John D. Clark, secretary of the 
Urban League, said the occasion of 
the request is the construction of 
the new City Hospital for Negroes, 
on which skilled Negro mechanics 
cannot work because they are not 
union members. “The only Ne- 
groes you will find on any large 
construction job are hod-carriers 
and laborers,” Clark said. 

Officers of the Building Trades 
Council suggested to the committee 
that Negro mechanics capable of 
doing first-class work apply to the 
various local unions for member- 
ship.

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HOLDUP MURDER 
CASE OF STEPHENS 
VEN TO URY 


Ex-Chauffeur on Trial 
Second Time in Killing of 
Patrolman Adolph Kreid- 


ler on Bus. 


The case of Marion M. Stephens, 
former motorbus driver charged 
with first degree murder in the kill- 
ing of Patrolman Adolph Kreidler, 
who was shot to death Sept. 28, 
1931, when he attempted to prevent 
a holdup on a Grand boulevard bus, 
was given to a jury in Circuit Judge 
Bader’s court at 1 o’clock this after- 
noon. Last January a jury failed 
to agree. | 

Instructions of the Court to the 
jury directed that he be sentenced 
to death or life imprisonment, or 
acquitted. 

Taking the stand in his own de- 
fense yesterday, Stephens gave es 
sentially the same testimony he of- 
fered last January, declaring that a 
statement in which he said he took 
part in planning the holdup and 
was in an automobile nearby ready 
to aid in the escape of the actual 
killer, Hubert Harvey, now under 
life sentence, was obtained by po- 
lice under duress. 

On cross-examination by Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., he made evasive re- 
plies when asked about his con- 
fession to police. He testified that 
he was induced to sign the stat: 
ment when ge was told his wife 
would be implicated if he did not 
and that their four children, from 
2 to 10 years old, would be sent to 
an orphanage. 

Says He Was at Home at Time, 

At the time of the holdup, he said, 
he was at his home, 1220 Russell 
boulevard. 

Stephens’ wife, who supported his 
alibi, also repudiated a statement 
she said she had signed in fear of 
being charged with complicity and 
being separated from her children. 
In the statement she had said the 
pi-tol used by Harvey “looked like” 
her husband’s. 

Unable to obtain service on Miss 
Hazel Watts, now said to be resid- 
ing at Fredericktown, Mo., defense 
attorneys read her testimony at 
Stephens’ first trial to the jury. Miss 
Watts, 20 years old, then residing in 
St. Louis, testified that she had an 
extensive acquaintance among bus 
drivers and conductors, since she 
lived near the Lindenwood garage. 

About a month after the murder 
of Patrolman Kreidler, she had tes- 
tified, she was told by Austin Shel- 
ton, 3715 Koeln avenue, conductor 
of the bus on which the shooting 
occurred, that there had been no 
attempt to rob him and that the 
policeman was shot when he at- 
tempted to make a drunk pay his 
fare. 

Shelton, as a State’s witness, de- 
nied he had had such a conversa- 
tion. 

Testimony as to ‘the circum- 
stances under which Stephens’ 
statement was obtained was given 
by Detective-Sergeant Leonard 
Murphy. He said Stephens was 
not beaten and denied that he had 
been told his children would be sent 
to an institut oen. 

Telis of Arrest of Four. 


Murphy told of the arrest of Har- 
vey, Stephens, and William H. Da- 
vis and Thomas Colby, who are 
awaiting trial, following the trac- 
ing, through a cleaner’s mark, of 
the ownership of a hat lost by Har- 
vey when he fled from the bus at 
Osceola street.

In order to be sure of ground, 
the Mayor asked City Counselor 
Hay for an opinion, and was in- 
formed by Hay, whose dry senti- 
ments are well known, that there 
was no doubt of the legality of the 
sale of 3.2 beer in parks as well as 
elsewhere, since. the Federal and 
State Governments have declared 
this beer non-intoxicating. The 
City Counselor, who gave the opin- 
ion verbally, wil) put his findings 
in writing later. 

There is in effect an old ordi- 
nance prohibiting saloons within 
400 feet of Forest, Tower Grove, 
O’Fallon, Carondelet and Lafayette 
parks, but Hay pointed out that 
this does not apply to soft drinks, 

George Vierheller, director of the 
Zoo, told the Mayor he believed 
that sale of beer at the Zoo refec- 
tory wotild satisfy visitors, increase 
the revenues of the stands, and 
harm no one. The Mayor also ex- 
pressed the opinion that since peo- 
ple could take beer into the park 
anyway, it might as well be sold 
there. He said he would not favor 
sale of draft beer in the park, and 
that sale of beer at the Municipal 
Opera should be only at stands, and 
not by hawking in the aisles. 

The Federal Government collect- 
ed nearly $500,000 in beer taxes dur- 
ng the first month of legal sales 
of beer in St. Louis, Collector of 
Internal Revenue Becker said to- 
day. The tax stamp, at the rate of 
$5 a barrel, yielded $454,365 from 
the Anheuser-Busch and Falstaff 
breweries. In addition, licenses 
have been issued to 6850 retailers 
and 208 wholesalers in the Eastern 
Missouri district. 

The amount of revenue from 
these licenses is not known exact- 
ly, as they have been issued at va- 
rying times and hence differ as to 
payments. The annual license fees 
are $20 for retailers, $50 for whole- 
salers and $1000 for brewers.

REVENGE MOTWE 
N DOUBLE MURDER 


New York Man, 88, and 
Secretary Slain in Sub- 
Basement — Office Had 
Not Been Robbed. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 11.—Police to- 
day sought a motive for the mut 
ders yesterday of Edward Ridley, 
88-year-old real estate owner, and 
his secretary, in Ridley’s sub-base- 


ment office. 

The bodies of Ridley and his sec- 
retary, Lee Weinstein, were found 
yesterday afternoon. Weinstein, 44 
years old, had been shot. Five bul- 
lets wére found in his head and 
body. Ridley’s head had been 
crushed. Robbery was not the mo- 
tive, detectives announced today. 
The old safe in the office had not 
been touched, nor had any papers; 
and the pockets of the two men had 
not been ‘rifled. Police believe the 
murders were for revenge. 

Ridley’s will, filed today, con- 
tained a bequest of $200,000 to the 
secretary; only if Weinstein were 
alive when Ridley died. Othe~wise 
the $200,000 was to revert to the 
residue, which is divided amoag 
grandnieces and grandnephews. The 
size of the estate was not estimat- 
ed, but specific bequests containec 
in the will totaled $812,500, includ- 
ing $50,000 to Robert Morsley Rid- 
ley, San Francisco, a nephew. 
Former Secretary Slain.: 

The crime appeared as insoluble 
as the murder in the same. setting 
two years ago of Herman Moench. 
Moench was 65 years old. He had 
been Ridley’s secretary and assist- 


jant for half a century. His body 


lay undiscovered more than an 
hour, with his employer only a féw 
yards away. The body had slid 
from the chair at the secretary’s 
desk. Ridley made the discovery 
of the murder when he tripped over 
the feet of the dead man.

NATION FROM REDS 


All Laws of Economics De- 
feated When He Took Of.

NEW YORK, May 11.—Speaker 
Henry T. Rainey told the géneral 
conference of the Tanners’ Council 
of América yesterday that before 
President Roosevelt took office the 
country had taken “the longést step 
toward Conimunism that any coun- 
try in the world ever took except 
Russia.” but that now “we have 
started on the road to recovery.” 

“Confidence is coming back to 
the farmers,” he said, “and business 
men all over the country are raising 
wage scales. That is a courageous 
thing to do. Unemployment is be- 
ginning to slacken and we are go- 
ing to see some rainbows in the 
sky.” 

The Speaker compared the mea- 
sure empowering the President to 
expand currency, coin silver and re- 
valuate the goli dollar to “three 
guns,” and said the nation had told 
the President:

Shoot one if 
you must and shoot them all if you 
are compelled to do so, but meet 
this unfair industrial war they have 
been waging against us.”

With the 1933-34 municipal bud- 
get now figured to almost an exact 
balance, and even with a slight sur- 
plus in view, the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment today discussed 
the tax rate with representatives of 
the Board of Education and civic 


groups. 

No conclusion was reached, May- 
or Dickmann, spokesman for the 
meeting, said afterward.

Because of fluctuations in receipts, 
it is impossible to strike an exact 
balance in advance, and the budget 
is considered balanced, for prac- 
tical. purposes, when it is wun- 
certain whether there will be 4 
small surplus or a small deficit at 
the end of the year. This condi- 
tion, the Mayor and Comptroller 
believe, has been reached.

A reward of $509 for information

tion of the robber who shot James 
Cosgriff, street car conductor, and 
Police Lieutenant James F. Smythe 
during a holdup Tuesday midnight, 
has been offered by the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. Notice of the 
offer, bearing the signature of for- 
mer Mayor Kiel, receiver for the 


company, will be posted in street 
cars today. 

Cosgriff and Lieut. Smythe under- 
went operations yesterday. Dr. 
Robert F. Hyland, company physi- 
cian, removed a bullet from Cos- 
griff’s spinal column in a delicate 
operation at St. John’s Hospital. 
The conductor, who is 49 years old, 
is in grave condition. Lieut. 
Smythe is in De Paul Hospital. He 
has a scalp wound from a bullet 
that glanced off and penetrated his 
right shoulder, and wounds in the 
left sidé and thigh. Two bullets 
were removed, and his condition 
was reported improved this morn- 
ing. The bullets, of 32 caliber, 
were turned over to the Police De- 
partment ballistics expert. 

Cosgriff’'s empty money changer, 
which is believed to have contained 
$15 or $20 when it was seized by 
the robber, was found in Forest 
Park, near Jefferson Memorial, late 
yesterday afternon by a pedestrian. 
The robber ran south toward the 
park from the scene of the holdup, 
which took place at Laurel street 
and the University tracks. 

Cosgriff was shot when he _ re- 
sisted the robber, who boarded the 
eastbound Olive-University car at 
Skinker boulevard. Lieut. Smythe, 
off duty and waiting for a friend 
at Laurel street, heard the shots 
and grappled with the man when 
he jumped from the rear platform. 
The officer was knocked down, but 
grabbed the robber’s shirt. The rob- 
ber fired point-blank at him, and 
broke away. ‘ 

The robber was described as be- 
ing between 30 and 35 years of age, 
5 feet 6 inches tall, weighing 150 
pounds. He was swarthy and wore 
a blue shirt and brown trousers.

bergh and that the friend had re- 
fused to accept the baby. 

Means, a former Justice Depart- 
ment agent, is on trial with Nor- 
man T. Whitaker on a charge of 
attempting to defraud Mrs. Evalyn 
Walsh McLean of $35,000 to use as 
ransom. , 

Means said that “Henderson” told 
him that the original kidnaping plot 
had been to capture Col. Lindbergh 
and hold him for $500,000 ransom. 
The opportunity never came to car- 
ry out this purpose, however, he 
said. 

“Henderson said that the baby 
was hidden in a dugout used by 
bootleggers as a storing place for 
whisky,” Means added. He said

- CHIANG’S OUSTER DEMANDED 


Handbills Say Chinese Soldiers Will Lose 
“Stupid Heads” if They Don’t Desert 
Nationalist Leader.

PEIPING, May 11.—A Japanese 
bombing plane roared over this, the 
forbidden city, today and from it 
rained handbill warnings of war. 

Chinese machine gunfiers opened 
fire, but the plane, at a safe height, 
completed its mission and flew 
away. 

“Our army,” said the handbills, 
“takes pity on your ignorant aol· 
diers, and delivers this solemn com- 
man: Cease opposing 
anese and Manchukuans. Break 
away from Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek.” 

If the Chinese fail to heed the 
“solemn command,” the warning 
said, then: 

“The tragedy of Kupeikow will 
occur in Peiping and in Tientsin.” 

The import of that was clear 
enough to the 2,000,000 residents of 
this city. There were many casual- 
ties at Kupeikow. 

Marshal Chiang is virtual dicta- 
tor of the Chinese Nationalist Gov- 
ernment. 

Threat of Tragedy. 

“Fellow Asiatics,” was the saluta- 
tion of the handbills. “Since we 
all speak the same language and 
belong to the same race,” it con- 
tinued, “we should live and pros- 
per together. Why should we 
slaughter each other? 

“If Chiang Kai-shek continues to 
be violent and fails to repent his 
error, it is feared that tragedy will 
befall Peiping and Tienstin. 

“You Chinese soldiers are merely 
being made sport of by Chiang Kai- 
shek, who uses you to extend his 
personal power. 

“Should you not separate your- 
selves from your army at an early 
date and become a new people, our 
great Japanese-Manchukuan “allied 
army will advance. 

* “Will Lose Stupid Heads.” 

“You soldiers will be exterminat- 
ed. Good and evil alike will come 
to harm. You all will lase your 
stupid heads due to the failure of 
Chiang.

Peiping and Tientsin are the 
great cities in the North China in- 
ternational treaty zone. Japanese 
airplanes dropped bombs during 
the day, reports said, on Shih-hsia 
and Chihsien, only 40 miles from 
here; and yesterday they bombed 
Miyun, 35 miles north. 

The reference to Kupeikow was 
obvious. The Chinese suffered 
many casualties before finally be- 
ing ejected from that city—the 
great wall gateway from Jehol to 
Peiping. 

The Chinese heard today a re- 
quest from the Province of Cha- 
har, west of Jehol, for defense of 


that province. A delegation from. 


the province petitioned the military 
council to give them aid against a 
Japanese “Western expedition” 
which is reported to be driving 
southward from the province to- 
ward Kagar. 

Kalgar dominates a main route 
from the north into Peiping. Gen. 
Tang Yu-lin, who was ousted as 
Governor of Jehol when the Jap- 
anese seized that province, was re- 
ported to be leading the Chinese 
forces in Chahar. 


Japanese Invade New Territory 
South of Great Waill. 

TOKIO, May 11.-—The Japanese 

army.is determined to compel the 
Chinese to beg for an armistice. 
‘ With seven infantry brigades and 
one cavalry division operating 
south of the Great Wall, the Japa- 
nese offensive surged into hitherto 
uninvaded territory, dispatches to 
the Rengo (Japanese) News Agency 
say. 
The War Office declared the of- 
fensive would be pressed west of 
the Lwan River. The War Office 
spokesman declined to indicate the 
limits of the movement except by 
saying that Peiping would not be 
occupied “af this time.”

SPECIAL SESSION OF LEAGUE 
COUNCIL ON PARAGUAYAN WAR 


Formal Declarn‘*'on Is First Since 
Formation of World Peace 
Group. 

GENEVA, Switzerland, May 11. 
—The League of Nations convoked 
a special session of its council to- 
day to consider Paraguay’s dec- 
laration of war against Bolivia, the 
first formal declaration since the 

birth of the League.

NEW YORK, May 11.—Diego Ri- 
vera, Mexican artist, paid in full 
and dismissed because he refused 
to remove the portrait of Lenin 
from his unfinished mural in the 
'70-story Rockefeller center said to- 
day: “Hither the head of Lenin 
stays in or I wash my hands of 
the whole work.” 

He said he had decided to aban- 
don his plan to appeal to the courts, 
which would have been without 
precedent insofar as Rivera's coun- 
sel. could determine. 

“There ought to be a Justice that 
would prevent the assassination of 
human creation, as well ds human 
life,” Rivera said, “but I have no 
illusions that any capitalist court 
or law would do so. Therefore I 


leave my cause in the hands of 
the workers of brain and hand in 
the United States and the world.” 

Attaches at the center said John 
D. Rockefeller Jr. personally ap- 
peared to order Rivera to cease his 
work. They said no decision had 
been reached about what was to be 
done with the partly completed 
mural. It is in fresco, a type of 
work that lasts for centuries. If it 
is removed the entire front elevator 
facade must be torn down. 

“This is ndt personal, but repre 
sents the cause of all artists and 
their right to express themselves 
freely and integrally,” Rivera said. 
“Those who have come to my aid 
come not in the defense of Diego 
Rivera, but of the most elementary 
human right—the right of freedom 
of thought and expression.” 

The artist declared he had not 
violated the intent of his agreement 
with the Rockefellers; that his 
original sketch for the mural pro- 
vided for the head of a proletarian 
leader and that in his belief the 
logical man‘to portray was Lenin. 
The head of the Soviet leader in 
the “October revolution” is not the 
central figure in the mural, but of 
a subordinate group.

More Time.

LONDON, May 11.— Germany's 
unwillingness to give prompt assent 
to the draft tariff truce text has 
definitely delayed the formal ac- 
ceptance and the passing on to 
other governments of the World 
Economic Armistice project. 


German assent has been expected 
last evening and again this fore- 
noon, but when the German reply 
finally was received after a noon 
meeting of the cabinet of the Reich 
in Berlin, it was to the effect that 
the German Government would 
need more time td study the pro- 
posals. 

An effort was made here to im- 
press German quarters with the ne 
cessity of immediate action and it 
was understood that similar pres- 
sure would be brought to bear at 
Washington. | 

Teh tenor of the German reply to 
requests here for immediate action 
was, it was understood, that Britain 
and America had taken their time 
about evolving the truce formula 
and the Reich could not be rushed 
precipitately into an agreement. 

In American quarters it was ur- 
derstood that while the formal re- 
plies of other governments have not 
been received, they merely were be- 
ing held in abeyance pending the 
action of the Reich. 

The attitude of the German repre 
sentatives led to cancellation of a 
meeting of the organizing commit- 
tee of the World Economie Confer 
ence which had been scheduled for 
this afternoon. At this meeting the 
truce was to have been formally ac- 
cepted and proclaimed.

Retirement of Federal Employes. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N order to be absolutely fair to every- 
one concerned, some comments are 
offered on your editorial of May 4, én- 
titled “Reducing Bureaucracy’s Staff.” 
Soon after the Budget Director’s pro- 
pesa) for retiring all civil service em- 
ployes of the Government who have held 
their positions 30 years or longer was 
submitted to Congress, President Luther 
C. Steward of the National Federation of 
Federal Employes appeared before a sub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Appropriations and submitted a definite 
substitute plan designed more effectively 
to assist the administration in securing 
a saving in, government. 
Mr. Steward's plan, three-fold in scope, 


1. That employes who have served 30 
years be permitted to retire at their 
option. 

2. That the President be accorded au- 
thority to retire, in his discretion, em- 
ployes who have served 30 years. 

3. That both these provisions be made 
applicable to 15-year employes at reducéd 
annuities. 

Mr. Steward’s proposal offers greater 
opportunity for saving than the proposal 
designed by the Budget Director. It con- 
tains all the advantages of Mr. Douglaz’ 
proposal and, in addition, permits retire- 
ment by those whp do not yet have 30 
years of service but would like to retire. 

Comptroller-General McCar!’s estimate 
that all the Government’s disbursing 
could be done effectively by 36 or 40 men, 
instead of the now 4000, is reasonably 
sound, but those 36 or 40 men wouid 
have to be relieved of the multitudinous 
other duties now devolving upon most 
disbursing officers. As a matter of fact, 
less than 5 per cent of the average dis- 
bursing officer’s time is given to disburs- 
ing Government funds. 

The statement that Government em- 
ployes are divided into ‘two groups of 
equa! size: those receiving more and those 
less than $2000 a year, is no longer near 
correct. Since enactment of the economy 
laws, about 70 per cent of all employes 
in the executive department receive less 
than $2000 q year.

‘The announcement that the Supreme Court of the 
United States is to draw up rules of practice and 
procedure to speed the termination of criminal cases 
is news of the best sort. How such cases frequently 
drag through the courts at great expense, only to 
frustrate justice in the end, is only too well kfiown. 
Chief Justice Hughes did not put the situation too 
strongly when, in his recent address beforé the Amer- 
ican Law Institute, he said that “probably there is 
no greater reproach to the administration of justice 
in this country than the delay in criminal appeals.” 
If these delays have long been a blot on our judicial 
system, the change to a swift justice wil] be all the 
more welcome. e * 

At the invitation of Congress, the Supreme Court 
will formulate rules to apply to criminal cases after 
verdict. To this end, the Chief Justice has asked for 
the recommendations .of the Judges of the lower 
courts and other members of the bar. The Supreme 
Court, for many years far behind in its work, now 
keeps up to date, “treading on the heels of the law- 
yers,” as the Chief Justice says. The country may 
rest assured that a supreme bench panel which in- 
cludes not only the hard-working Mr. Hughes, but as 
well such industrious jurists as Justices Brandeis, 
Cardozo, Stone and Roberts, will measure up to the 
responsibility which Congress has intrusted to it.

Today I will take up 
thé distinctly simpler but probably 
much rarer case when 
The Short-Suited Responding Hand 
Can Decide for or Against 
a Grand Slam 

For the responder to be able to 
mark in his partner's hand the 
high cards needed for a grand 
slam, knowing that the opener 
could not bid two no trumps orig- 
inally, you will find that it is in the 
first place necessary for this player 
to hold ree tricks in a form 
which rules out an immediate slam- 
try response of three no trumps 
over one no trump. You will re- 
member that this jump raise must 
not be anade withoyt two aces or 
one ace and a king-queen holding, 
in a hand containing three primary 
tricks. The fact that he has, on 
account of what may appear to be 
a finicky technicality, underbid a 
three-trick hand on the first round 
may enable the responder to visu- 
alize the material for a grand slam 
when his partner makes a slam-try 
over the first minimum response. 
In other words, the playing handi- 
cap inflicted by lack of suit-length 
may be overcome when opener has 
an actual slam-try and responder 
would have had one but for this 
particular stipuation regarding the 
immediate timing factor as repre- 
sented by definite first and second- 
round control. This sounds rather 
complicated, but it is really quite 
simple when you see the two kinds 
of responding hands to which I am 
referring. That is to say, three- 
trick hands containing (a) no ace; 
or (b) one ace, but no second ace 
and no king-queen to accompany 
the lone ace. 

Example of Unfavorable Three- 
Trick Responding Hand Con- 
taining an Ace.

and your partner bids a no trump, 
your response must be only two no 
trumps, not three, because although 
you have an ace, you lack a second 
ace or a king-queen combination. 
Suppose that your partner surpris- 
ingly bids four no trumps over your 
minimum raise, thereby showing 
five primary tricks. You can name 
his primary values within one card. 
They are practically the only ones 
missing. Let us visualize them as 
arranged in the most unfavorable 
manner: 
Sp. K x x 


Hts. Ax xs CLAQx 
and you can see that grand slam 


‘is out of the question, though small 
slam is certain unless yoy have to 
lose two heart tricks. For a grand 
slam in hearts or no trumps you 
need your partner to hold in addi- 
tion the queen of hearts. If he held 
that card together with the others 
located in his hand, he would have 
had an original two no trump bid. 
Therefore, if he holds this card, 
either he lacks the queen of clubs, 
bringing another loser into view, or 
his spade-holding is not headed by 
the king, but justifies his strong’ 
bidding by consisting of four cards. 
It should be no worse than J x x x. 
Consequently, you must sign off at 
six no trumps unless your partner 
bids six hearts over your five no 
trump acceptance of his slam-try. 
In this event you should pass in 
rubber play but bid six no trumps 
in match play. Seven hearts, how- 
ever, is out of the question as you 
must expect to lose a spade trick 
even if you win the finesse against 
the king. It is true that he now 
appears to have four of each major 
suit, so that his hand will get a 
discard; but what use will that be 
if he can only throw a spade from 
3.x x x? You will find that in 
Spite of your three tricks, it is al- 
most impossible for you to figure 
out a feasible grand-siam hand for

The Exhausted Child 


HE child with the double task 
Toe both living and growing may 

become exhausted. In the train 
of this exhaustion comes a host of 
disturbances. 

The exhausted child is not diffi- 
ewilt to recognize. The most reveal- 
ing index is posture, which should 
be studied with the child stripped. 
When exhausted, it literally stands 
over itself. 

Physiologically, the child appears 
to maintain its upright position by 
the bone and ligament system, rath- 
er than through the pull of its mus- 
cles. Its abdomen usually protrudes, 
the abdominal muscles are flabby, 
the shoulder blades are drawn to- 
ward the front of the chest, ac- 
centuating its awkward posture. 

Another critical test is to ask the 
child to stand with its arms extend- 
ed. The arms will be found to be 
over-extended at the elbow, at the 
wrist and fingers, giving the ap- 
pearance of being double-jointed. 

The exhausted child will also 
show characteristic disturbances in 
the nervous system. It will be 
found to be difficult to manage, un- 
duly negative in its attitude, intro- 
spective, and easily moved to emo- 
tional extremes. 

Exhausted children readily raise 
a temperature. Trivial infections 
will cause the development of high 
fever or an evening temperature, 
for which no evident cause can be 
found. 

Their appetite is bourid to be ca- 
Fricious and at times lacking. They 
are Bubject to bilious attacks, to 
vomiting and to alternate attacks 
of constipation and diarrhea. 

The remedy for this condition is 
self-evident. The load of the child 
in terms of work and play must be 
ightened. In serious types of ex- 
haustion, the child must be relieved 
of all home work, must be put to 
bed early, and must be made to rest 
for an hour or so after school so as 
to conserve his ene 8. 

Parties and moving picture treats 
must be kept to a minimum. Minor 
defects involving the upper respira- 
tory tract, tonsils, adenoids, vision 
and teeth must be cleared up.

It is very difficult to know just 
the proper tactics to use with ill- 
bred people—and she is that, no 
less.

RACTICE makes perfect. 
This saying, which used to be 
written and.tediously rewritten 
in copybooks, has now been given 
an entirely new interpretation by a 
psychologist who has developed a 
novel theory of learning and habit 
formation. 


says Dr. Knight Dunlap of Johns 
Hopkins University, but not neces 
sarily perfection in the thing prac- 
ticed. 

The human mind works in a para- 
doxical fashion in learning, he has 
found. The boy can best improve 
his handwriting, not by “practicing” 
the perfect copy as the teacher bas 
palced it on the blackboard, but by 
concentrating on his own natural 
errors. 

Bad habits can be broken by de- 
liberately practicing them at defi- 
nite times and under proper super- 
vision. Stutterers can be cured by 
having them consciously and delib- 
erately imitate their own faulty 
speech, Typists can eliminate per- 
sistent transpositions of letters by 
“practicing” the error. And the best 
memory system ig to try to forget. 

These are just a few of the new 
ideas expressed by Dr. Dunlap in 
his book on Habits; Their Making 
and Unmaking, just published by 
Liveright. They do not fit in with 
the older theories of learning by 
association or repetition. They will 
undoubtedly be disputed by some 
psychologists and by some laymen. 

But they do not fit in with the 
common-sense observations of the 
“contrary” nature of humans. 

“It is true,” Dr. Dunlap says, 
“that some habits are apparently 
formed by repetition. By repeated 
smoking, we form the smoking 
habit. By repeatedly speaking in 
a certain way, we may acquire the 
habit of speaking in that way. 

“But“it becomes more and more 
clear that in many cases the habit

Then, toe, you may learn one 
thing by practicing something en- 
tirely different. The accomplished 
musician may be able to play on 
sight the piece of mnusic you put 
before him. The work is quite new 
to him, he has never seen it be- 
fore, yet he has learned it through 
practicing many other pieces by 
other composers. 


And there is still another way by 
which you can learn one thing by 
doing another—you can assist your- 
self in learning a skill by thinking 
about it and planning in your mind 
how you will make your move- 
ments. In this connection, De. 
Dunlap says: 

“The billiard pupil profits’ im- 
mensely by having the theory of 
shots explained to him. His think- 
ing is really a response or series of 
responses, but it is a response of a 
type different from that of mak- 
ing a shot. So also, the man learn- 
ing to dive makes progress through 
planning, or thinking of the propér 
performance before attempting it. 

“Actually, however, such com-

Safety and Freedom. 
AFETY and freedom are two 
§ apparently conflicting elements, 
but both, are necessary in child 
training. © 

The child needs to be safeguard- 
ed so that he may feel secure and 
gather self-confidence. He needs 
freedom so that he may grow up 
to the full and independent use of 
his abilities. 

At the beginning, the helpless 
child needs to be wholly protected, 
but even at that time he needs 
freedom to kick, to turn in his crib, 
to look, to reach, to grasp and to 
crawl, one after another as he is 
able to do these things. ‘ 

Probably the run-about stage is 
though the child is still so ignorant 
of his environment that he is Jikely 
to hurt himself or break something 


at any moment, he is in an espe- 
frame of mind

psychological momént. Thus when 
the child first attempts the stairs 
some one must be near to catch 
him if he starts to fal 

As the child passes beyond the 
need of constant physical super- 
vision, he still needs guidance in 
learning to get on with others in 
making decisions, in learning to ac- 
cept the eonsequences of his own 
behavior. Every step in this learn- 
ing means thet he has earned and 
can use just that much more free- 
dom in the future. 

This freedom, though gradually 
given, means that the child makes 
mistakes-and often gets into trqu- 
ble that could have been avoided, 
but it is only by such experience 
that hé-will acquire at last the in- 
dependence and judgment that will 
see him through the complexities of 
adult life.

“Learning, then, procéeds through 
responses, which may or may not 
be similar in type to the responses 
which are ultimately learned.”

R. DUNLAP does not hold that 
D— general “training” of the mind 
will aid you in learning particu- 
lar skills or school subjects. 
“*General training,’ like the ‘av- 
erage rat,’ is a fiction,” he says 
“Experimental work on Jearning 
has shown that the results Of prac- 
tice in any line are most conspicu- 
ously demonstrated in that very 
line. Conversely, to obtain the best 
training in any line, one must study 
that line if possible. 


“One best learns mathematics by 
studying mathematics, not Greek. 
One best learns Germany by study- 
ing German, not French, One best 
learns tennis by practicing tennis, 
not golf. .... Hence the primary ba- 
sis for the selection of subjects for 
study today is the neéd for, or ad- 
vantage of, knowledge or skill in 
these subjects.” 

In this Dr. Dunlap disagrees with 
those who have urged the study of 
the classics, especially Latin and 
Greek, on the ground that they 
train the mind and fit it to deal 
more efficiently with other mat- 
ters, much as gymnastics might 
fit the body for other physical 
tasks. : 

These views on the effects. of 
practice in learning, while they are 
new, are hot so revolutionary as 


what Dr. Dunlap has to say about 
forgetting, or un-learning, or the 
breaking of habits. 

He has introduced a new térm 
into psychological literature—“neg- 
active practice.” An undesirable 
habit can be broken, he says, by 
“negative practice.” 4 

Among the habits which can be 
broken in this way are those known 
to psychologists as “tics.” If you 
look about your family and friends 
you can observe any number of 
these annoying habits sometimes 
known as mannerisms. It may be 
pulling at a mustache, twisting of 
the face, sucking at a tooth, jing- 
ling the coins in trousers pockets, 
rumpling of the hair, beating a tat- 
too with the finger tips, or biting 
the hair or finger nails, or thumb- 
sucking. 

It is easy to see them in your 
friends, but not so easy to see them 
in yourself. For they are usually 
completely automatic, ahd often un- 
conscious. | 

‘Thumb-sucking is in inane habit 
which is especially pernicious,” he 
says, “for although it disappears 
in later childhood, it is a difficult 
habit to break during the first few 
years of life, and many of the 
methods and appliancés which have 
been applied in the attempt to 
‘cure’ the habit produce other bad 
effects. 

“Thumb-sucking is in almost ev- 
ery case the result of bad sociai 
treatment of the child during the 
first year of life. It is a sign that 
the child has been not adéquately 
socially stimulated. The child 
which is handled in the way which 


has been recommended by some in-

fluential physicians is especially apt 
to become a thumb-sucker.

oor HIS method, which has some- 


times been called ‘scientific,’ |. 


is systematic neglect of the 
child, camouflaged under the guise 
of ‘science,’ to relieve the parent’s 
feeling of guilt. 

“The baby which is negiected 
does in the course of time adjust 
itself to its unfortunate environ- 
ment. Such babies become ‘good’ 
babies, and progréssively easier to 
neglect. Such procedure is no more 
justified by these results than is 
the. method of keeping the baby 
mildly drugged. 

“The baby should not be allowed 
to cry, or rathér crying should be 
minimized, and never allowed to 
continue for any very long period 
of time. 

“The baby should be allowed to 
amuse itself for short and careful- 
ly controlled périods. It should be 
amused during practically all of its 
waking time. | 

“So far as possible a baby, or 
a child of any age; should be pre- 
vented from IPying in bed awake. 

“Of course, keeping the baby 
happily stimulated during its wak- 
ing periods, and preventing crying, 
while not ‘spoiling’ the child, is a 
difficult task, too difficult, perhaps, 
for the intelligence of many par- 
ents. Spoiling a child, however, is 
aminor evil; neglecting it is a 
major one.” 


As soon as they are old enough 
to really want to stop the evil 
habit—and Dr. Dunlap has had 
good success with five-year-olds— 
thumb-sucking and finger- sucking 
children can be cured by daily prac- 
tice of sucking. 

Success of the same sort has been 
obtained with nail-biters even when 
the habit has persisted into the 
college years. 

Nail-biting is often so savage that 
no one would have the heart to 
prescribe deliberate biting of the 
nails to quite the extent that is 
done in the involuntary habit. In 
confirmed cases, it is usual to see 
the nails gnawed down to the quick- 
and far beyond that point. 

In treating it, therefore, Dr. Dun- 
lap merely directed biting the nails’ 
in two daily tén-minute periods 
without stressing the need to make 
it as savage as the involuntary 
habit. Yet the biting habit was 
broken in every case.
